Condominium owners in 
Didsbury are petitioning 
council to lower the mill 
rate for apartment and 
townhouse style condo¬ 
miniums, saying it’s is too 
high and unfair. 

Sixty-four people living 
in Campus Green, 
Westview Greens and 
Sunset Condominiums 
signed a petition late 
October and it was brought 
before council last 
Tuesday. 

“We use far less town 
infrastructure and servic¬ 
es,” Richard Lamontagne, 
chairperson for Campus 
Green Condominiums told 
the Review. “Why should 
we pay the same as single- 
family dwellings?” 

Lamontagne argues 
Campus Green has 24 units 
with 176 feet of street with 
no lanes while 24 single¬ 
family dwellings require 
600 feet of street frontage 
and possibly 600 feet of 
lane access. As well, he 
said the town provides 
maintenance service for 24 
sewer and water services 
for single-family dwellings, 
not one as in the case oft he 
condominium. 

“These places are noth¬ 
ing more than cash cows 
for the town,” he said. 
Currently the mill rate is 
split between residential 
and commercial. 

Lamontagne wants council 
to change the mill rate to 
follow models used in 
other municipalities where 
residential is broken into 
subsections to separate 
high-density housing from 
single-family dwellings. 

The mill rate was set at 
9.9381 this year, 23601 per 
cent of that going towards 
education and senior serv¬ 
ices. Lamontagne wants to 
see the municipal tax rate 
of 7.5480 go down. 

Lamontagne doesn’t 
know the average amount 
of taxes paid by Campus 
Green last year hut said he 
paid $2,127 for his 1200 
foot condo and believes his 


neighbours paid close to 
the same. 

“That’s close to $48,000 
from us, and I guarantee 
you wouldn’t generate that 
from single family homes,” 
he said.

This isn’t the first time 
council has been 
approached about the 
issue. I)CM Homes 
appealed to council in July 
after learning property tax 
for the newly built 
Brownstones project 
would be as much as a sin¬ 
gle-family dwelling. Both 
Dana Munn, owner of DCM 
and Jeremy Fazakas with 
Pinnicle Contracting told 
the Review in August, they 
plan to back off multi-fami¬ 
ly projects if the town 
doesn't create a new tax 
rate for town homes. 

“It's going to be a struggle 
because if we do (lower the 
mill rate), it’s going to be a 
loss of tax revenue,” said 
mayor Brian Wittal. “How- 
do you balance that? ... 
Does that get thrown back 
into the pot and absorbed 
by all the others that are 
residential and or commer¬ 
cial ... are people going to 
be willing to accept that?” 

The petition was brought 
before council on Tuesday 
night and some councillors 
suggested condo owners 
were already paying fewer 
taxes because the assessed 
value of their dwelling 
wotdd be lower than a 
house. 

“They’re getting charged 
less on their mill rate 
because instead of paying 
$400,000 for a house 
they’re paying $200,(KM) for 
a condo. So in fact they’re 
paying half the taxes on 
that house anyway," said 
councillor Ray Anderson.

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Calgary man charged with murder in Texas Mickey hit-and-run

A 24 year-old C'algaiy man charged with 
murdering an Olds College student and injur¬ 
ing others outside the Texas Mickey b;ir early 
last Friday morning in a hit-and-run will 
appear in Didsbury Provincial Court 
Wednesday. 

Olds ROMP charged Jeffrey Kevin Leinen 
on Saturday with first degree murder of Olds 
College student Nicholas Baier, dangerous 
driving causing death, impaired driving 
causing death, dangerous driving causing 
bodily harm and impaired driving causing 
Ixxlil.v harm. 

As of yesterday, he remained in custody 
since lx*ing apprehended minutes after a 
Ford truck drove into a crowd of people 
standing outside the uptown ()lds bar around 
12:20 am. Friday morning, killing Baier and 
ii\juiing others. 

Texas Mickey staff say video surveillance 
from outside the bar that night backs witness 
statements that a man was escorted out of the 
bar by bouncers, returned to the front of the 
bar in his truck, stopped and idled for about 
4T> seconds, accelerated and veered into a 
crowd gathered on the sidewalk. 

Th;iTs the worst accident I’ve seen in the 
liar business - just the senselessness, the bru- 
tality of what the guy did. The fact that he 
actually stopped las vehicle and thought 
about it kind makes you wonder why,” said 
Peter Giles, a Texas Mickey doorman who 
witnessed the incident 

“What was going through my mind was ‘an' 
these people going to live through this?’” said 


the 18-year veteran of the bar business. 

Baier, an Olds College agriculture manage¬ 
ment student living on campus, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the (Mils hospital idler licing 
stmek by the truck. A seriously iqjured 1!) 
year-old college student was taken to Olds 
hospitid as well, was treated and then 
released. Two others received minor injuries.

The Cidgary man had lx “gun the evening at 
Texas Mickey around 9 p.m. dial night saying 
he and another man wen- up from Calgiiry to 
celebrate' two girls’ birthdays. 

At tlud time, staff said he asked where the 
party was, and then left for a while after living 
told the bar didn’t get busy until 10:.‘t0 or 11. 

He returned to the bar around 10:20 p.m. 

Later in the evening, wheelchair IxhuuI 
Olds College student Cody Davis told bar 
owner Jen Casavant that a shirtless bar 
patron was causing trouble. 

Casavant, who was bartending at the time, 
said she told him to get a doorman to deal 
with it. 

"But then I hear that he was Ix'ating up this 
guy in a wheelchair to a point where he 
kiux'ked him right out of his chair. Terrible 
hey?” 

The patron also punched the bartender’s 
assistant that came to intervene in the fight. 

Doormen escorted the unruly bar patron 
outside. 

“He was fighting with as as we brought him 
out. He was running Ids mouth, die asual stuff 
that ixxiple say when we throw them out of 


the bar. I don’t nx-all him threatening or any¬ 
thing like that but he didn’t want to leave,” 
Gilt's said. 

Afier convincing the man to exit the prem¬ 
ise and a crowd that was following him to go 
back to the bar, Giles said he walchtxl the 
man walk towards tin* southern part of the 
parking lot. 

Video surveillance shows tliat about seven 
minutes later, a Ford duck pulLs around to the 
front of bar heailing east, say staff. The 
video also shows the truck veering into the 
crowd. 

Olds RCMP Staff Sgt. Kevin Morton said 
there Ls no evidence to suggest the sus|x*et 
did not six' the crowd of people. 

"Tliis was a delilx'rate act. He was going 
forward, he saw them, he drove into them. 
I’m confident in that. There Ls no reason to 
ex|H'ct tliat he did not know there wen* peo¬ 
ple then*.” 

Tlie F250 tmek did not stop after striking 
the ix'di'strians, say witnesses. 

An RCMP member who was patrolling the 
area saw the incident and Ix'gtui following the 
vehicle while F.MS was contacted and attend¬ 
ed the scene. 

Tlie RCMP member followed the suspect, 
trying to identify the vehicle and eventually 
turned on his emergency equipment behind 
the iirena The sus|x*t1 vehicle man(X'uvn*d 
annuid him and left, said Morton. 

The RCMP member followed the truck 
liack to 50th Ave., south down 54 St. when' 
they then headed west. 

"Our member recognizes with the sjxxxl 
they’re starting to get to and the heavy, heavy 
fog, that tills Ls hazardous and shuts down the 


pursuit,” Morton said, adding he Ls unable to 
say what .sjxxxls reached. 

Another member joined the search and 
moments later RCMP came across the vehi¬ 
cle down from Deer Meadow School, rolled 
on its siik', with the susjxx-t who’s now in cus- 
tixly, climbing out, Morton said. 

Hie pursuit lastixl two minutes or less, he 
said. 

Meanwhile, back at the bar, bar 
manager David Dux di'scrilx-s the scene 
as chans. 

“I’ve never scon anything like it. I surely 
pray to God I never six* anything like it gain. 
There were girls crying. It was a nightmare,” 
said Dux who lias workixl at the bar for four 
and a half years. 

Tlie bar’s owner said when she got outside 
to find out whiit was going on, she’d never 
six'll so much blixxl in her life. 

“I couldn’t believe what I was seeing. When 
I went out there it was just a bloodbath. It was 
something I had never seen in my whole life 
and something I hope I never experience 
again,” said Casavant. 

Bystanders tried to help the wounded as 
paramedics arrived. 

College students paid tribute to Baier by 
dropping off flowers at a makeshift memorial 
on the steps of Texas Mickey Friilay. 

Casavant and her staff also created a 
memorial inside the bar Friday night anti hail 
a signing Ixxik available for people to write 
their thoughts down. 

"My heart g<x*s out to his family, him, 18 
years old losing Ills life, and the students, and 
I have a lot of students that work for me too,” 
said Casavant.

“Assessment and mill rates are two 
separate things,” protests Dunontagne. 

“Assessments can’t be changed. An 
assessment reflects what a property will 
sell for. A mill rate reflects density.” He said 
condos use less heat, produce less waste 
and don’t take up the space a home does 
and therefore shouldn’t pay the same 
taxes as someone in a single-family 
dwelling. Council didn’t make any deci¬ 
sions on Tuesday instead deciding it’s a 
topic that needs more discussion. They 
agreed to look at the issue and talk about it 


further during the council retreat this 
week. 

"Back when communities were small 
there were only houses ;uid businesses. ... 
We’re at a point where this is something we 
have to address,” said Wittal. If down the 
road we want to entice more dense devel¬ 
opment as far as residential we might 
have to look at something like part of this 
incentive to do that. Both for the develop¬ 
ers and the people who want to buy it.” 

Lamontagne said condo owners hope 
council makes a decision before the 2011 
mill rate is struck. 

“We’re hoping council will look at this 
now, not wait three years when all of this 
will be forgotten,” he said.

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New sewer option proposed

The sewage lagoon issue is not a new 
one in town, but it’s one that needs to be 
dealt with quickly, said mayor Brian 
Wittal. 

“Council decided five years ago we’d 
have to make a decision in the near 
future but now we’re only down to two 
or three years,” said Wittal of the 
lagoon's capacity for 5,000 people. 
Currently the town sits at a population of 
about 4,700. 

I 11 the past couple of years council has 
been looking for ways to manage efflu¬ 
ent and looked into the option of a con¬ 
tinuous-flow mechanical plant over a 
year ago. 

Alberta Environment denied grants’ 
for saying the technology is too expen¬ 
sive and too new. 

“We’ve stepped away from that and 
said, well in the short run are there ways 
we can help reduce the volumes of water 
that is going through our system?’” 

Wittal and town administration met 
with a private company two weeks ago 
to discuss the possibility of aeration 
process for the current lagoon. 

Aeration is a process of pumping air 
into lagoons to increase the biological 


breakdown and allow it to happen quick¬ 
er, he explained. 

“We still have the hurdle of will Alberta 
Environment allow us to do more than 
one release a year. If not our biggest 
issue is still trying to store our capacity. 
By pushing it through doesn’t help any it 
just fills up the back quicker.” 

Wittal said benefits to aeration is the 
possible reduction of smell as well the 
evaporation of more water. 

“With the bubbling it makes more of 
the water evaporate and takes volume 
out of the system as opposed to regular 
absorption or evaporation.” Engineers 
are reviewing the process and adminis¬ 
tration sent a letter to the Minister of 
Environment to see if this is something 
Alberta Environment or Infrastructure 
would support. 

Wittal said the town hasn’t overlooked 
the possibility of brining in a private 
industry to build and operate a sewage 
treatment and said town plans to talk 
with other companies in the coming 
months. 

“In the next couple of years a decision 
will have to be made. It’s that or stop 
development beyond the point where 
you’re at now until such time you can do 
whatever upgrades you need or bring 
somebody else in.”

Family violence 
has no place in 
good communities

November is Family Violence 
«*- Prevention Month in Alberta, a 

time set aside to highlight a srx*ie- 
tal problem that, sadly, continues 
to plague far trx) many Alberta 
communities, banning far too 
many residents of all ages 12 
months of t he year. 

Yet as with other crimes, experience has shown 
that domestic violence can be successfully combat¬ 
ed through the day-to-day involvement of ordinary 
citizens, exposing the perpetrators to legal scrutiny 
and ensuring the victims receive the help and com¬ 
passion they deserve. 

By highlighting the cost of family violence and giv¬ 
ing people the tools to address it. Family Violence 
Prevention Month is certainly one of the most 
important yearly public awareness efforts undertak¬ 
en in Alberta. 

As such, West Central Alberta residents are 
encouraged to take the time this month to learn 
more about domestic violence and to make them¬ 
selves aware of how they can help end it. 

“Far tot) many of Alberta’s children, youth and 
families are exposed to violence," said Yvonne Fritz, 
Minister of Children and Youth Services. “This has 
powerful and profound consequences on their lives. 
Alberta is fortunate to have many caring communi¬ 
ty organizations dedicated to helping individuals 
and families live free from violence.” 

Alberta Health says family violence abuse is a pat¬ 
tern of controlling behavior that can be physical, 
verbal, psychological, sexual, financial, emotional 
or any combination thereof. It typically involves the 
abuser using various tactics to try to get their way 
and to exercise power over the victim or victims. 

This year the province is offering the following 
advice and suggestions for anyone wishing to do 
their part in stopping domestic violence and helping 
the victims: 

• Help a local shelter or sexual abuse assault cen¬ 
tre as a volunteer, board member or fundraiser; 

• Ask local businesses to display family violence 
information in their stores; 

• Encourage the local library to carry magazines 
and books about family violence prevention; 

• Submit regular articles or letters to the editor 
alxjut family violence to the kx-al newspaper, 

• Ask the Ux-al health clinic to provide information 
in waiting areas and examining rooms about family 
violence, including information on elder abuse; 

• Collect toys, books and toiletry items from your 
neighbours and donate them to local youth, seniors 
or women’s shelters. 

“Family violence touches every community across 
the province, transcending socio-economic status, 
education and abilities,” said Minister Fritz. 

Thankfully ordinary citizens, including in each and 
every community in W<*st Central Alberta, have the* 
power to help individuals and families live their lives 
fret* of domestic violence.

Khadr saga far from over 


With today’s guilty pleas in a court¬ 
room in Guantanamo Hay, Cuba and 
persistent rumours from knowledge¬ 
able sources in both the Canadian 
and American media that a plea deal 
is in the works, it appears Omar 
Khadr will eventually return to 
Canada. The next question ri*quiring 
the most senitiny is what do we do 
with him? 

As tlx* only Western detainee left at 
Guantanamo Hay, as well as t he fact 
he was arrested at the age of 15, 
Khadr’s military commission trial 
was under heavy international seniti¬ 
ny and will continue to be in the com¬ 
ing days, despite Monday’s events. 
Now 24, after a summer in which he 
reportedly rejected more than one 
plea deal to avoid a trial, Khadr 
entered guilty pleas to charges of 
murder in violation of the laws of 
war, attempted murder in violation of 
the laws of war, conspiracy, two 
counts of providing material support 
for terrorism and spying in the 
United Stall's. 

The sentencing hearing will go 
ahead this week despite repeated 
media reports — many of which 
speak with a certain finality — that 
both Washington and Ottawa have 
reached a deal that will see Khadr 
sentenced to eight years in prison, 
one year of which would spent in 


Guantanamo. Afterwards, he would 
be allowed to apply to serve the dura¬ 
tion of his sentence in Canada. The 
only scenario in which the plea deal 
would not be accepted is if the mili¬ 
tary jury imposes a lesser sentence. 

It Ls the end of a disgraceful affair, 
both for the II.S. and Canadian gov¬ 
ernments, especially Stephen Harper. 
Despite his age, Khadr was never 
deemed a child soldier, was interro¬ 
gated without counsel by ('SIS 
agents, which shared the information 
with his American captors, was 
allegedly tortured and treated inhu¬ 
manely and never received the sup¬ 
port of his government, even in the 
face of a Supreme Court of Canada 
decision ruling his charter rights had 
been breached. Harper, even as 
Khadr pleaded guilty Monday, has 
refused any kind of aid to a man once 
described in a government summary 
as a “thoroughly screwed-up young 
man." 

Harper has fought to keep Khadr 
out of Canada, hut is now faced with 
the very likely prospect he will soon 
return. The question becomes, then 
what? Immediately the terms of 
Khadr's sentence will have to be 
ironed out, as parole eligibility in 
Canada is much more lenient than in 
the U.S. Hut will the government re¬ 
introduce Khadr back into society 


once his jail term, however long it 
turns out to be, expires? 

Khadr’s immediate family is one of 
Canada’s most notorious. His father 
Ahmed, once considered one of 
Osama Bin Union's lieutenants, is 
dead, killed in an airstrike in 
Pakistan. One of his brothers caught 
in the same attack is paralyzed. 
Another brother has been impris¬ 
oned and interrogated, while yet 
another has cut all ties with the fam¬ 
ily and his sister was detained at an 
airport and searched because of her 
affiliations. There is little in the way 
of a stable home life Khadr can look 
forward to, considering he has spent 
one-third of his life in jail. 

It is in Khadr’s, the government’s 
and the public’s best interests to 
ensure he has access to the most 
comprehensive rehabilitation plan 
possible when repatriated. He will be 
in his thirties by the time he is 
released, but between his family and 
Guantanamo, has seldom tasted actu¬ 
al freedom. He will need intensive 
counselling and therapy while in 
prison to prepare him for the day he 
is finally freed. He has waited a long 
time to come home. It is in every¬ 
one’s best interests that he makes the 
most of it.
